Kim  Kiick,  a  long-time  senior

"Kim  has  been  an  exemplary  employee  of  the  ANA  for 
more  than  30  years,  and  has  been  very  effective  in  a  lead¬ 
ership  capacity  for  the  past  several  years,"  said  ANA  Presi¬ 
dent  Tom  Hallenbeck.  ”1  strongly  believe  that  the  leader 
the  ANA  has  searched  for  during  the  past  few  years  has 
been  on  staff  all  along.

Experts  on  national  bank  notes,  Indian  Head  cents.  Standing  Liberty 
quarters  and  numismatic  education  will  speak  at  the  Central  States  Numis¬ 
matic  Society’s  Fall  Seminar  Oct.  5  in  Wichita. 

The  event,  hosted  by  the  Wichita  Coin  Club,  will  feature  presentations  by 
ANA  Vice  President  Walter  Ostromecki,  currency  researcher  Peter  Hun- 
toon.  cent  expert  Rick  Snow  and  quarter  specialist  Jay  Cline. 

The  daylong  seminar  will  be  held  at  the  Double  Tree  at  Wichita  Airport, 
2098  Airport  Rd..  Wichita. 

Ostromecki  said  he  “will  be  sharing  the  importance  of  the  little  known 
ANA  educational  outreach  programs,  such  as  Summer  Seminar  -  simply, 
the  best  numismatic  educational  hobby  experience  period;  the  traveling 
Museum  and  Library  Archives  Roadshow;  Coins  in  the  Classroom;  online 
specialized  study  courses  available  to  both  collectors  and  non;  the  club 
member  representative  resource  program,  youth  activities  to  aid  youngsters 
in  connecting  with  the  hobby;  etc.” 


He  said  he  will  also  share  stories 
about  how  these  programs  have  bene¬ 
fited  and  educated  collectors  and  non¬ 
collectors  and  encouraged  the  next 
generation  of  youth  and  families  to 
make  numismatics  “their  lifelong  fun 
hobby.”

bank  notes.  “Kansas  national  bank  notes  are  a  source  of  wonder,”  he  said. 
“Several  peculiar  things  happened  with  the  notes  from  the  state  including 
a  bank  that  moved  to  another  state,  a  bank  in  a  town  that  didn’t  exist,  the 
smallest  issuance  of  currency  in  the  country,  towns  where  the  printers 
could  never  get  the  title  right  on  the  notes,  and  more.” 

Huntoon  said  he  will  also  bring  “a  host  of  images  from  the  Bureau  of  En¬ 
graving  and  Printing  proofs  in  the  National  Numismatic  Collection  so 
that  you  can  see  currently  unreported  notes  from  all  over  Kansas.  These 
w  ill  make  the  mouths  of  the  most  die-hard  Kansas  collectors  water.  The 
proofs  alone  are  worth  the  price  of  admission.” 

Because  this  presentation  is  being  given  in  Wichita,  he  said,  he  has 
"assembled  at  least  one  spectacular  image  of  an  issued  note  or  proof  of 
some  unforgettable  type  from  every  Wichita  bank  that  issued.”  These  will 
be  tied  together  with  contemporary  photos  showing  those  banks  as  they

were. 

Snow,  president  of  Eagle  Eye  Rare  Coins  in  Tucson,  is  the  author  of  A 
Guide  Book  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents  and  four  attribution  guides 
providing  year-by-year  coverage  of  the  two  coinage  series.  He  is  a  co¬ 
founder  of  the  Fly-In  Club  and  edits  its  journal,  Longacre’s  Ledger.  In 
2010,  he  was  named  the  ANA's  Numismatist  of  the  Year. 

“They  (Indian  cents)  cover  a  great  period  of  history,  from  1859  to  1909  - 
through  the  Reconstruction  all  the  way  up  to  Teddy  Roosevelt,”  Snow  told 
the  Arizona  Star  in  2010.  “Everybody  who  lived  in  the  U.S.  had  an  Indian 
cent  in  their  pocket.” 

Cline  founded  J.H.  Cline,  specializing  in  Standing  Liberty  quarters,  in 
1964.  He  wrote  the  definitive  reference  work  on  the  subject  in  1975.  The 
book  is  now  in  its  fourth  edition. 

Cline,  who  started  collecting  the  series  in  high  school,  has  been  fascinated 
by  the  1916-1930  series  for  almost  50  years.  His  first  purchase  was  a  full- 
head  1917  Type  1  quarter.  The  Dayton,  OH.  dealer  charged  $7.50  for  the 
piece,  a  50  percent  premium  over  a  less  well-struck  one.  The  dealer,  Cline 
reports,  referred  to  the  coin  as  a  “full  nipple”  piece. 

The  cost  of  the  seminar,  which  includes  breakfast  and  lunch,  is  $10  for 
Central  States  members  and  $20  for  non-members,  with  $10  going  toward  a 
one-year  membership  in  the  society.

I  would  like  to  take  the  remainder  of  this  column  to  talk 
about  one  of  the  activities  that  I  was  lucky  enough  to  be  in¬ 
volved  in  recently.
